About this time broke out a War between 
Eng land and Scotland, ſet on by the inliiga- 
to of the French King, who having de- 
ſigns-upon the Engliſh Pale, endeavored to 
embroil the ewo Nations, and to that pur- 
poſe difſuaded the King of Scots from Pay- 
ing that Homage, which the Crown of Eng- 
lana had ever pretended, and frequently re- 
ceived, Whereupon the King ſent the 
\ Duke of No#folk with an Army of Twenty 
\ Thouſand men, to invade Scotland, where 
' \they took, | plundred and burnt ſeveral 
Towns: and ' Villages, after which they re- 
turned without having met with-any oppou- 
ſition, or Rencounter.
